If Ratio Discovered in 191 Miles cones 
Continues in Remaining 79 Miles, Actual 
‘Amount of Sidewalk Repaving Done 
Will Be Short Approximately $94,- 

500 of Amount Charged. 


The remeasurement now being 
made for the city by Pitzman’'s 
Company of Surveyors, of side- 
walk repaving and other work done 
by A. M. Ryckoff. Chicago con- 
tractor, in the execution of his 
street lighting contract, is 71 per 
cent complete. It shows only 67 
per cent of the brick and 35 per 
cent of the concrete sidewalk pav- 


ring charged to the city was actual- 


ly laid in the j .rt surveyed. This 
means that 33 per cent of the brick 
and 65 per cent of. the concrete 
sidewalk repaving must be found 
in the remaining 29 per cent to be 
measured in order to square his bill 
to the city. 

If the present ratio on the two 
items of brick and concrete side- 
walk repaving remains cecnstant 
throughout the remainder of the 
work to be measyred, the contrac- 
tor, according to Pitzman’e figures 
based upon actual measurements, 
will be short 121,700 square feet of 
brick sidewalk and 270.850 square 
feet of concrete sidewalk, for which 
he collected $94,500 from the city. 

In addition the P,.tzman survey 
of brick roadway paving (laid 
across street intersections) shows 
that in the 71 per cent of ire work 
measured, Ryckoff taid oniy 27.4 
per cent of the brick for wich he 
was paid. He charged the city 
$102,479.65 on this item cqaiming 
he laid 157.661 square feet ct brick 
at 65 certs per square foct. To 
date Pitzman’s surveyors have 
found only 43.144 equare teet of 
brick roadway repaved'§ icaving 
114,517 square feet to te tound in 
the remaining 29 per cen? of the, 
work, for which Ryckcff vas paid | 
$74.436. 

Only One Item in His tavor. 

On two otter items oi rcadway 
paving. macadam anr sheet asphalt, 
Ryckoff also is trailing in tercent- 
Only one item thas been 
found tn his favor Altnengh he 
charged for cutting and testoring 
only 996 square feet of woc4 block 
Ssireets, Pitzmane <urveycrs find 
to date that he laid 2044 sqvare 
feet of this type of paving, which: 
would make the city ove him 
$1938 on this one item. 

Ryckoff's contract called for a 
trench 270 miles tong in which to 
lay a secondary lighting cable, Up 
tc Oct. 1 Pitzman measured |191 
miles of this trench, or 71 per 
cent, leaving 79 miles, or 29 per 
cent. to be measured. 

In this 79 miles there are 417,- 
120 lineal feet of trench in paved 
and mnpaved area in which Ryck- 
off. to square his account with the 
city, must have laid 680.000 square 
feet of brick sidewalk and 345.,- 
060 square feet of concrete side- 
walk. Granting that the width of 
his brick sidewalk repaving was 
two and one-half feet and that the 
width of his concrete paving was 
one foot, which has been found 
by Pitzman to be a liberal allow- 
ence, the survey in the remaining 
29 per cent must show that Ryck- 
off placed 617.960 square feet of 


{jsidewaik paving in 417,120 lineal 


feet of trench. 
Origin of Survey. 

On the other hand it is known 
that a considerable’ proportion. 
probably i10 per cent, of the re- 
maining 79 miles to be measured. 
is unpaved area between curb and 
sidewalk in which the contractor 
had no paving to replace. after 
laying his secondary lighting cable. 

As has been told, the survey of 


Ryckoff'’s work was ordered by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment after Mayor Miller had de- 
manded a grand jury ‘investigat on 
of Ryckoff’s bills to the city fol- 
lowing a restricted survey made by 
Rk. H. Buchmueller,, enginecr, for 
the Post-Dispatch early taat spring. 

Buchmueller was employed to do 
this work after Ryckoff, in his Chi- 
cago Office, said to a Post-Vispatch 
reporter, who had called on him to 
inquire about graft in street light: 
ing contracts: 

“] did spend a lot of muncey 
down there (in St. Louis) to get by. 
And | made short cuts. That was 
wrong, I suppose, but I had to 
do it.” 

Ryckoff refused to state what the 
short cuts were that he admitted 
making, and Buchmueller wags eni- 
ployed to find them in a survey 
of part of the work that his sur- 
veyors completed within a month, 
The Pitzman Company is measur- 
ing all items of the contract that 
can be measured at this time, as 
wel) as the width of paving every 
few feet. a siow and painstaking 
process, for wherever there 
doubt of the route of Ryckoff's 
cable, the surveyors dig for it in 
the interest of accurate measvre- 
ment. 

The grand jury investigation re- 
sulted in the indictment not only 
of Ryckoff but also of John C. 
Pritchard, Director of Public Util- 
ities, and his chief electrical engi- 
neer, George B. Heath, on a charge 
of obtaining money from the city 
under false pretenses. Pritchard 
and Heath approved Ryckoff’s 
bills, some of which were paid 
over the protest of Comptroller 
Nolte, who has since stated he al- 
ways believed “the city was gyped 
on that contract.” Mayor Miller 
has also stated he was suspicious 
of the contract. 

Pritchard and Heath resigned 
their city jobs after the indictment. 
Totals Compared Every 10 Days. 

The calculations of the survey 
to, date are based on  Pitzman’s 
measurements as officially fur- 
rished by him to Comptroller 
Nolte, the Department of Public 
Utilities and to Buchmueller. Pitz- 
man furnishes daily reports, which 
are tabulated and the totals com- 
pared about every 10 days. 

In preparing specifications for 
the contract city engineers in the 
beginning estimated Ryckoff would 
have to replace 258.750 square feet 
of brick sidewalk. When he had 
finished he charged the city $225.- 
686. for 2,051,699 square feet, 
which was 1.792.949 square feet 
over the estimate. ‘ The- engineers 
likewise estimated he would have 
to resurface 60,100 square feet of 
concrete sidewalk. He charged the 
city $158.354 for 527, 848 square 
feet, which was 467,748 square feet 
over the estimate. 

A charge he made for cable was 
vigorously opposed by Comptroller 
Nolte after Pritchard and Heath 
had approved the bill. Ryckoff 
filed suit to force the Comptroller 
to pay. but later compromised it 
on-.a basis that enabled the Comp- 
troller to save about $20.000 for 
the city. Comptroller Nolte had 
openly charged that Ryckoff had 
padded his bill for cable. 

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
has stated he would await the com- 
pletion of Pitzman’s survey before 
setting the cases of RKyckoff, 
Pritchard and Heath down for trial 
under the indictment. ~~

An injunction suit to padiock 
the saloon at .208%. North EKighth 
street, said to be owned by Charlies 
“Cap” Troll, Republican politician, 
was filed today by the Government, 
under the nuisance clause of the 
Volstead Act: federal Judge Faris 
issved a temporary. order forbid- 
ding the sale of intexicating liquor 
on the premises, 

The suit was directed against 
Arthur W. Lancaster. in whose 
name the property was teased, and 
the St. Louis/Union Trust Co., F.

Clair County. 

After a meeting this morning of 
officers of the Mississippi Valley 
Kennei Club, which controls the 
track, James C. Gorman of East St. 
Louis, president, said they were 


undecided whether to begins opera- 
ations next Wednesday or Thurs- 
day night or to defer the opening. 
If the establishment is opened 
then, he said, the betting depart- 
ment will not be in service but 
there will be just “dog race exhi- 
bitions.” Controversies among 
union representatives over distri- 
bution of the work omiay cause 
some delay, he added. No further 
effort will be made to get a tein- 
porary injunction, Gorman de- 
clared. 

A suit for a permanent injunc- 
tion to prevent interference by 
county officers is ‘et for the Jan- 
uary term of Circuit Court at 
Belleville. Gorman declared the 
suit “will be fought through the 
Supreme Court.” : 

Why Injuaction Was Denicd. 

Circuit Judge Henry ©. Miller 
denied the application for a tem- 
porary injunction on the ground 
that the Court had no authority 
to restrain officers from enforc- 
ing the iaw. The Court’s action 
was followed by statements by 
Ahrens and Lindauer that they 
would raid the track every night 
if an attempt was made to oper- 
ate it. 

Application for the injunction 
was made on the ground that the 
threatened raids would constitute 
interference with a legal business 
enterprise. Maurice Joyce, attor- 
ney for the Kennel Club, argued 
that the certificate form of betting 
is legal in Illinois, and that the 
law limiting its application to 
horse racing is discriminatory and 
contrary to the Federal Constitu- 
tion. Joyce referred to the opera- 
tion of dog tracks in Madison and 
Cook Counties as evidence of a 
broad interpretation of the law. 

Judge Miller’s HKeply. 

Judge Miller, in response, said: 
“The operation of dog tracks in 
those counties is not due to tack 
of performance of duty by the 
courts, but rather by  officiais 
sworn to enforce the law. The 
Court has no power to prevent of- 
ficers from exercising their legal 
duties, if they elect to perform 
them. 

“] would have to be devoid of 
reason to hold officially that the 
business this company proposes to 


operate is not a gambling propo- 


sition. . The certificate given the 
patron of an establishment of this 
sort is a mere subterfuge that fails 
to conceal the gambling feature.” 

Joyce argued further that his 
clients had invested $139.199 in 
the racing plant, which they also 
proposed to use for county .fairs, 
cattle shows and similar exposi- 
tions. The entire investment would 
be lost, however, if the right to 
hold dog races were denied, he 
said.

HEMISPHERE -WHILE PRESIDENT 


Reply Report He Will Return 
MacDonald’s Visit or Attend 
Arms Conference.

1812 was over.” The Bible is a 
great agent for peace, he said.

MacDonald observed his sixty- 


today. He received his first birth- 
day gift from his daughter, Ishbel, 
who declined, however, to tell what 
it was. He also received many 
telegrams and cables of congratu- 
lation, including several from his 
family at Lossiemouth which gave 
him special pleasure.

Premier Asserts That Reverence Shown at 
Fighters’ Graves Is Likely to Become 
| Romance of War Itself :

NEw YORK, Oct. 12.—In what 
he himself described as perhaps the 
most intimate meeting he would 
have on this visit te America. 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
of Great Britain told his audience 
at a reception of the Foreign Poil- 
icy Association yesterday after- 
noon of some of his personal reac- 
tions and contacts. Selected re- 
mirks from his talk follow: 


“When a good many of you 
passed before me this afternoon I 
recognized among your facer very 
old friends. To you, when we were 
beth younger, I brought my wife: 
te many of you whom I have nev- 
er had the pleasure or honor of 
seeing before, the younger genera- 
tion, I bring my daughter.” 

Of Ambassador Dawes. 

“Dyring the summer there came 
to him that delightful personality, 
that thoroughly genial personality. 
that extraordinary example of fine 
human nature whom you have sent 
over to London as your Ambassa- 
dor; a man who has met me in the 
depths of gloom, and as soon as his 
countenance came across my open 
door I felt that the springtime had 
come and the winter of my giooia 
was dispelled. A’ great Ambassa- 
dor, a great representative. a 
pledge that the American spirit is 
a spirit not of gloomy pessimisni 
but of the most genial representa- 
tion of peacefulness and co-opera- 
tien.” | 

Concerning War Dead. 

“The other day i went out to 
Arlington and I saw these solemn 
acres where your military dead 
lie. I saw the care bestowed upon 
them. Before I was there, 1 had 
been at some of the graveyards 
on the continent of Europe and 
there [ saw just as I saw here 
now how the dead were being 
kept in reverent “.¢nor. and the 
recollection of the romance of 
sacrifice was their custodian. 

“Ah, my friends, we know the 
stress, we know the pain. we 
know the losses, we know the pri- 
vation. and therefore tre are moved 
in our hearts by the romance of 
sacrifice. But a young generation 


' growing up round about us 


whose eyes were never moistened |. 


by the tears of sofrow on account 
* war. And the reverence that 
we show to »ur dead runs the 
grave danger of becoming not the 
romance of sacrifice; but the re- 
mance of war itself.” 

His Meeting With Hoover. 

“We threw aside all the old 
rectitudes of mid-Victoriaw and 
still mére ancient clothes; we 
never beat about the bush. We 
never employed the methods and 
the language of circum .cution. 
We went straight at it. «.2 were 
informal. : 

“May I confess to you and whis- 
per to you we were irreguiar? 
When I tell you that we were irreg- 
ular, those of you who have the 
great pleasure and great advantage 
ef knowing Gen. Dawes can im- 
agine the language that he occa- 
sionally uses in order to convey to 
me without any misunderstanding 
the thoughts, the reactions, the re- 
puisions and the affections that re- 
pose in his diplomatic mind. 


“But it was this informality. this 
laying all our cards upon the table, 
this coming close up to each other 
and talking as man to man, ex- 
pressing cur responsibilities to each 
other, metaphorically, turning a log 
such as Was portrayed and drawn 
by one of your cartoonists, @ log in 
the midst of smiling nature, prat- 
tling brooks and autumn-tinted trees 
into a common seat of authority, I 
holging your President from falling 
in, he holding me from falling over, 
symbolizing the relationship that 
we were trying to establish and to 
keep on political matters. * * * 

“There is more grace in that, 
there is more hope and more pros- 
pects in that than coming In sol- 
emnily. seriously, with assumed dig- 
nity. There is more prospects in 
informally than in formality of that 
coming to an agreement between 
two great democratic nations, vho 
ai last are ‘eginning to feel that 
they are going to be ruled in ac- 
cordance with the views of, the 
masses of the people, and not in 
accordance with old-fashioned. sus- 
picious and tinrorous tradition.”

Miss Russo told the court that 
when she first talked with the Dis- 
trict Attorney about the case she 
told him that only three minutes 
had elapsed from the time she saw. 
the young dancer enter Pantages’ 
office till the time she heard the 
gir¥s screams. 

Then she testified that this had 
been an  untruth—that actually 
half an hour had elapsed. She 
said that Pantages told her, “this 
is your statement, ‘the Pringle girl 
went in and came out of the thea- 
ter alone.”

—She Makes L Denial. 
By the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Oct. 12. — Mrs. 
Aimee Semple McPherson, evan-. 
gelist. who hag been involved in 
several sensational inquiries in re- 
cent years, 1 again under investi- 
gation by the District Attorney's 
office. 
Affidavits filed by five pastors 
of her churches, two of whom were 
dismissed this week, accused Mrs. 
McPherson of misappropriating 
church funds. 

The complaining pastors are: Dr. 
John Goben, former executive of 
Angelus Temple, Mrs. McPherson's 
mother church, who was dismissed 
by the evangelist because of a dis- 
agreement over policies; the Rev. 
H. E. Alford of Angelus Temple, 
the Rev. Willard Pope of Pomona. 
Cal., discharged Thursday night; 
the Rev. R. L. Lareon of Holly- 
wood, and the Rev. J. H. Stilton 
of El Monte, Cal. They alleged 
the evangelist converted to her own 
use an unnamed sum donated to 
the church. 

Church books covering receipts 
and expenditures from August. 
1927, to March. 1928, were turned 
over to the District Attorney by 
Dr. Goben. He said the fraud 
would be shown by the books. 

Dr. Goben said he hired private 
detectives to watch the evangelist 
and informed the District Attor- 
ney’s office affidavits had been 
made that Mrs. McPherson  at- 
tended a conference in Alexander 
T. Pantages’ home within an hour 
after the theater man’s wife had 
been convicted of manslaughter. 
The detectives later filed the af- 
fidavits. 

General denial that there had 
been such a conference was made 
by Mrs. McPherson, Pantages, the 
theater man’s two sons, and at- 
torneys alleged to have been pres- 
ent. 

“Dr. Goben’s statements are 
merely an effort at reprisal be- 
cause I fired him,” said Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson. “Anybody can look at 
the books of the church. I have 
had them audited frequently and 
I am too busy to pay any atten- 
tion to Dr. Goben’s statements.” 

Deputy District Attorney Daniel 
Beecher, who is conducting one in- 
vestigation, while District Attorney 
Buron Fitts personally conducts 
another, said if sufficient evidence 
were uncovered the matter would 
be placed before the grand jury.

Prison officials have openly stated that friendly 
guards in the institution may have supplied the re 
volting convicts with firearms. There were other 
possible factors in the outbreak. The penitentiary, 
as are so many other institutions of its kind, was 
honeycombed with intrigue. There are unproved 
tales of bought favors, narcotic smuggling. The 
known desperate inmates, users of deadly weapons in 
their crimes, were not segregated from the petty 
criminals, the pickpockets, the bootleggers. The place 
was overcrowded, as is every other state prison, in- 
cluding our own at Jefferson City, since probibition. 
At Canon City, as elsewhere, the presence of bootleg- 
gers in the prison abetted the intrigue, fertilized the 
soil of corruption.

T is obvious, even on a short trip over 

South America, that the great alteration 

in the economic status of the United 
States during the last 39 years, the tran- 
sition which has been made from a chaur- 
acteristically raw materia! country to a re- 
markable position of balanced self-Sustain- 
ment as between raw materiais, manufac- 
tures, exports, imports and merchandising 
distribution, is still far away in the coun- 
tries south of the equator. These states 
are still in the stage of producers of one 
crop or one commedity, perhaps expanded 
in some cases to two or three crops, and 
they tend to have the good years and bad 
years that go with this classification plus 
the further disability of leaning necessarily 
on foreign capita] for their development, 
while periodic waves of over-production 
subject them to keen embarrassment, To 
the extent that diversification is beginning 
to take place, however, one gets a definite 
sense of increasing solidity. 

Arriving at Santos, the traveler sails up 
a tropical river and notices little mountain

Emphasizing That Navy Has Been the Safety 
of England, He Declares His Willingness to 


Trust Continuing Friendship of America.

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Following is tha stenographic report of 
the speech of Premier MacDonald of Great Britain at the dinner of 


- 


the Council of Foreign Relations here last night: 


It was a very kindly thought 
of those responsible for the ar- 
rangement of these dinners to in- 
vite me to come and break bread 
with you at your table. 

You were certainly not un- 
known to me, because for some 
time now I have read a magazine 
for which you are responsible, 
beth with pleasure and with 
profit. I refer to “Foreign Af- 
fairs.” And when I heard that 
the chairman, who is by my side 
at the present moment, Mr. Root, 
was to tak. the chair the honor 
that you had done nie by sending 
me your invitation was indeed 
crowned with a glorious pleas- 
ure. 

Only for the first time: have I 
met Mr. Root in the flesh. 
It is a very, very long time ago 
since I learned to respect him as 
one of the conspicuous workers 
in the~caure of international! 


peae. 

And tonight, when ] met him 
again sitting so bravely under his 
heavy load of years, what comes 
to my mind is Simeon waiting on 
the steps of the temple for the 
Messianic appearance. My hope 
and my prayer, sir, is that you 
may feel in these days. when the 
cause of peace has been so sub- 
stantially advanced, some of 
‘those feelings that must have 
animated Simeon on that great 
occasion. 

Tonight I am speaking to you 
and I see ;ou, but outside from 
one end of America to the other 
—and-also I am told across the 

Atlantic itself—I am addressing 
an unseen audience who hear a 
voice but see no man. 

Upheld by People. 

I bave a feeling, sir, that that 
audience has already been ad- 
dressed from the columns of in- 
numerable newspapers that have 
recorded the heartening transac- 
tions of the last week. They have 
followed the course of the nego- 
tlations ca, by day. And every 
time that your President and my- 
self have ben able te renew the 
hope to give them greater satis- 
faction as people watching for 
peace, they have cheered and 
cheered and they have upheld us 
in our efforts. ” 

There has been an odd voice or 
two as you said, sir, thatis out of 
harmony ith the genera! feel- 
ings of he world. I find there 
is stil) that old leaven of diplo- 
macy left in some quarters, 
mostly remvte beyond the seas, 
thai if two statesmen get t0- 
gether. talking together, arrang- 
ing things together, come to 
agreem-cnts together, that there 
must be. something sinister in 
their hearts. The only remark 
that I make to those people is 
this: That they are very much 
eut of date. 

Their suspicions do pet arise 
because they know. they arise 
because they are old-fashioned. 
They arise because they have no 
conception of the new spirit that 
is making up fits mind to govern 
and dominate the world—the 
spirit of an epen diplomacy, the 
spirit of men coming together 
not for the purpose of dividing 
the world into alliances and 
groups, but for the purpose of 
thelr own agreements, helping 
the world to come to a general 
agreement that will be universal 
and not meticulous. That was the 
spirit that made Mr. Hoover and 
myself meet together and talk 
over affairs of mutual) interest to 
eur countries. 

Nothing Exctusive. 

I want to say quite definitely 
and clearly, 1 want the whole 
world to know it, and I say it 
without any reserve and. any 
withholding of any kind what- 
ever, that during the entire 
course of our conversations there 
has never been any idea what- 
ever of an exclusive understand- 
ing between Great Britain and 

States. 


: 


negotiations have been conduct- 
ed by men who wish to live the 
open life and havg no Jesire to 
pursue the secret one. : 
Working for World Peacc. 

We have not come together 
for the purpose of enthroning 
peace over the Atlantic! We have 
come together fog the purpose 
of trying to enthrone peace all 
over the world. 

In your reference to the work- 
ing men of Lancashire, sir, you 
reminded us that in those days 
of great trial in the United 
States, those working men bent 
down under poverty, their lives 
darkened by privation, felt the 
ideal of liberty. felt the ideal of 
justice so keenly, that they were 
prepared to go into a still deep- 
er darkness in order that they 
might have no act or part in fa- 
vor of a struggle which they re- 
garded as one against human 
liberty and human righteoudsness 
in the world. 

I have met the same thing 
since these negotiations began. 
When the Government ef which 
IT am the head decided to post- 
pone the building of two cruisers, 
because we deciined to enter into 
a shipbuilding program of com- 
petition with other nations, it 
meant unfortunately that the 
work was open for some men 
and was closed to them. 

I don’t know how many of 
you understand what that means. 
I don’t know how many of you 
understand what the stopping of 
a couple of pounds a week or 
of two-pound ten a week means 
—~—not the difference between 
pocket money that may be lav- 
ishly spent, but between an in- 
come that enables a family to 
be kept without the fear of in- 
curring debt. and who have 
nothing at all except what in- 
surance they get from unem- 


‘ployment funds. But those men 


faced that and while they &p- 
pealed to us to find them. fresh 
work, they passed resolutions 
begging us and praying us to go 
on with our work of disarma- 
ment. 

Moral Disarmament. ‘ 

The chairman was perfectly 
right when he said that what we 
had in mind was to effect moral 
disarmament first of all. We 
shall never be able to effect 
physica] disarmament until we 
have succeeded in effecting moral 
disarmament. 

And I venture to hope that the 
statement that was issued the 
other day on behalf of your Pres- 
fednt and myself, in the opening 
paragraph has proclaimed be- 
tween us a state of mora! dis- 
armament. 

This is the problem of states- 
manship. On the one hand, you 
get your moral disarmament. 
Sentiment is with you, piety is 
with you, resolutions that read 
fair and s und well that are car- 
ried unanimously. But the mo- 
ment you start to apply them for 
the purpose of transferring the 
mentalities of the peoples from a 
mentality of niilitary security to 
a mentality of political security.

So 
far, so good. . 

Agreement on Parity. 

But we have declared some- 
thing which 1 hope will protect 
ws against the spread of that 
fear and that suspicion. We 
have said that we have been dis- 
cussing in particular—so far as 
our BAVies are concerned, there 
shali be parity between us, 380 
that neither of us will have any 
advantage over the other. so 
tat we are in a state of abso- 
lute equilibrium. 
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nished always with old furniture 
that it ts very difficult for you 


nished it afresh with. as you do 
your own rooms and your own 
houses. 

For instance, in our case, our 
navy is the very life of our na- 
tion. We have romance sur- 
rounding 1t. We are a people of 
the sean We are a smal! island. 
Europe is at our doors for good 
or for fi. The lines of our 
Empire have been thrown all 
over the face of the earth. We 
have to import our food. A 
month’s blockade, effectively 
carried out, would starve us all. 

Great Powers on the continent 
trust to their land forces. Our 
land forces must always be a 
secondary force In the event of 
any conflict. Great Britain's na- 
vy is Great Britain itself. 

As I said. we are a people of 
the sea, and the sea is our se- 
curity and our safety. 

And. my American friends, I 
hope that your ftmagination will 
enable.you to see the affection, 
the real understandable. human 
affection that is gathered around 
our ships of the sea when we 
look into the future and how 
hard it is to get the British peo- 
ple to feel security if the naval 
arm is limited tn any way what- 
ev2r. 

I put that in front of you, not 
as a final word, but as a plea 
for understanding, a plea for pa- 
tience, a plea for good will. In 
that way. the very fact that you 
show that patience and that good 
will enable us to change that 
part of the furniture of our mind 
and put in its place, more mod- 
ern, fairer, more comfortabie, 
and more substantial furniture 
for future use. 

The Unwise Wise Man. 

There ts another difficulty 
that you and we have to face in 
common. You know in this world 
there is the wise man. Asa rule 
he is a very unwise man. And 
@ very characteristic type of 
wise man is he who says that 
as you have never accomplished 
anything in certain directions, so 
you never will. He is the sort 
of man who, an hour  0»before 
Bleriot flew the Channel, would 
declare the Channel could never 
be flown because at various 
times it had been unsuccessfully 
attempted, and that type of man 
comes in to bother us at the 
present time. 

He knows a little bit about 
history he tells us. He tells us 
that im 1815 the Holy Alliance 
was formed for the purpose of 
securing the world forever’ in 
peace. And then he tells you 
little gossipy tales abeut this na- 
tien and that. He tells you hew 
the Holy Alliance came to an 
end. He tells you how instead 
ef armies vanishing. armies 
grew. He tells you how even 
the Holy Alliance itself instead 
of securing peace paved the way 
for war. And he shakes~his head 
and he says te Mr. Reet and 
myself: “Ah you young unreli- 
abie idealists.”

good government, not until then , 


are we going to have peace on 
earth and good will toward men. 


And only when we apply those | 


ideas are we building up on the 
earth the condition of peace. 
Wisdom in Politics. - 
That problem remaing to the 
statesmen to devise in detail, a 
set of political relations for the 
specific purpose of realizing the 
morai condition which we call 
peace. The problem is, Bow ‘o 
co-ordinate harmoniously and not 
in a discordant. way. the differ- 


vision and knowing how to ap- 
piy it, end I hepe. sir. you will 
find some evidence that 
kind of wisdom has been eccupy- 
ing us in the decument which 
was published two days aro. 

At the same time, — am not

And those people 
who are always telling us that 
there are certain things that 
must be withheld from erbitra- 
tion, place their finger upon the 
foremost of those thing= when 
they say “national hener.” 

Question of National Honor. 

I agree. National honor is a 
sort of thing that is net of the 
nature of an arbital affair. i 
agree. But we have both signed 
that pact. Now is there any 
peace in nationa! honer? Is 
there any conduct that is more 
essentially an example of nation- 
al honer than that when you and 
we sign a document deciaring 
that certain things will happen 
that we should carry it out over 
our signature? How can any- 
one talk about national honor 
and yet centemplate the cancel- 
ling of their signature to a pact 
just when it suits their purpose?

January. as the results of, our

Tho division launched its work to 
ser.e American business in its 
quest for a solution of the distribu-

—one, economic surveys of each 
region of the country ani second, 
analyses of the costs of distribu- 
tion, methods of controlling them, 
and elimination of wastes in this 
field. 

At present thre of the nine 
regional] areas of the country—the 
Southeast, New England and the. 
Pacific Southwest—have been sur- 
veyed by the division, its director 
Howard D. Dunn said today, to 
ascertain the “buying power and 
clfaracteristics” of its populations. 
Surveys have been started in the 
Gulf Southwestern, the Pacific 
Northwest States and the MiJdle 
West, while no work has yet been 
begun in the Centfal Atlantic 
states and the Rocky Mountain 
section. Dunn said that the eco- 
nomic statistics and analysis of the 
buying power nd .desires of the 
inhabitants. of the respective sec- 
tions would be invaluable to in- 
dustries in the distribuion of their 
products as it weuld reduce ef- 
jfords to s ll. undesired products in 


sections where there is a poor 
market for them, 
Cost distribution analysis in 


two lines of wholesale business— 
hardware and groceries—have been 
made by the division and three 
more, dry goods, paint and varnish 
and electrical supplies, now are 
being prepared. <shese analysis 
have shown, Dunn said, that “pur- 
chasing powcr and consumer pre- 
ferences of actual or potential cus- 
tomers are not evenly distributed.” 
The vast majority of American 
businesses do not ascertain at pres- 
ent adequate information about 
the goods being marketed, he ad- 
ded, and what it costs to seli/to the 
customer each item. . 

“The mredern American  busi- 
ness,” }.c. Dinn continued, “must 
pursue scientific planning of pro- 
ducing and selling what the cus-. 
tomer wants. This means the 
analysis of the gales turnover of 
goods, the cost of selling them axn:J 
the ascertainment of consumer 
wants.” He adced that such an- 
alyses which have been reduced to 
simplified form by his division's 
studies can eli inate from whole- 
sale and retail esablishments 
superflucus goods.

In granting temporary injunc- 
tion restraining International offi- 
cers from revoking the ¢charter of 
the lUinois distri outing its offi- 
cers, establishin a fe ote |” 
government and taking possession 
of district headquarters, monies 
an@ records, Judge Jones deferred 
sétting a date for the hearing. He 
read the petition in a hotel room 
here, where he stopped on his way 
from court at Ottawa to his home 
in Carrollton. 

Diffietulties which reached “an 
open break yesterday have long 
been expected. They g0 back 
to the time .President Lewis de- 
manded the resignation of former 
President Frank Farrington of the 
Hlinoigs union, on the ground that 
he haé secretly been in the employ 
of the operators. Harry Fishwick 
was vice president then, .and by 
reason of Farrington’s resignation 
became president. 


Defied ‘Lewis’ Authority. 
Various attempts to make peace 
have been without result. Minor 
charges have complicated the trou- 


ble. Lewis ousted the Franklin

URING the week following the 

discovery of Robin's body. the 

detectives of the Homicide Bu. 
reau, as well as the detectives con- 
nected with the District Attorney's 
office, were busy night and day 
pushing their inquiries. The re- 
ceipt of the duplicate Bishop notes 
by tite leading New Yorl, morning 
papers had dissipated whatever 
ideas Heath may have held as to 
Sperling's guilt; and though he re- 
fused to put his official imprimatur 
on the young man's innocence he 
threw himself, with his usual gusto 
and pertinacity, into the task of 
finding another and more plausible 
culprit.

Unlike many birds, the cowbirds 
are not faithful to their mates but 
travel in roistering cowbird gangs 
which they join as soon as they 
can fly from their foster parents 
who reared them, in gross ingrati- |

Somewhat smaller than the rob- 
in, the cowbird is the less warmly 
colored than the rosy breasted rob- 
in, having a coffee brown breast 
‘ instead of the brick colored one,, 
and a shining biack head and neck, 
instead of the robin's gray. 

The cowbird is uncommon west 
of the Rockies but east of those 
mountains it is familiar from Fior- 
ida to Canada. 

And to give even the cowbird 
his due, he eats seeds of rank 
grasses, and he destroys grasshop- 
pers, flies, wasps, ante and, many 
other insects which he relishes but 
which man much prefers not to 
have about.
